The following was transcribed from the Southern Statesman, a Madison County 
Tennessee newspaper on microfilm, dated July 20, 1833, by Mrs* L, R. 
Mitchell. 

FOURTH OF JULT The Anniversary of American Inde- 

pendence was celebrated in the town of Bolivar (Hardeman County, Term.) 
with less parade than usual on such occasion. There was, however, a 
bountiful expression of gratitude felt at the return of this day. At 
twelve o'clock the Declaration of Independence was read at the Court 
House, after which a respectable number of gentlemen set down to a 
sumptuous dinner - at which good feeling prevailed. E. R. BELCKER, Esq* 
presided, assisted by Capt. H, P. NEELY and J. C. M»KEAN, Esq. After 
the removal of the cloth, a number of excellent toasts were drank, under 
discharges of cannon and music.
